OF THE 


“ Gniversity of Toronto. 


WHEREAS by the University Act, rgo1, 
it is provided that the property and 
financial affairs and business of the Uni- 
versity and University College shall be 
managed by a Board of Trustees, consist- 
ing ‘of the Chancellor, the Vice-Chancellor, 
the President of the University, the Prin- 
cipal of University College and five per- 
sons appointed by the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor in Council, and that the said Board 
of Trustees shall be a body corporate 
ols the name and style of ‘‘THE 

RUSTEES OF THE UNIVERSITY 
OF TORONTO.” 

» AND WHEREAS it is: necessary for the 
said Board to pass by-laws under the 
powers and privileges given to them by 
the said Act in order to discharge ad 
their duties and functions. 

Now THEREFORE IT IS ENACTED: Bericy. 
MEETINGS. 


The Board shall elect from among their 
number a permanent Chairman and a 
permanent Vice-Chairman who, shall in 
case of the absence of the Chairman be, 
entitled to perform all his duties and func-

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tions. The Chairman and Vice-Chairman 
shall hold office during the pleasure of the | 
Board. bith: . 

In case of the absence or illness of 
the Chairman and Vice-Chairman, or of 
the absence or iilness of either of them 
and there being a vacancy in the office of 
the other, the Board may appoint a mem- 
ber thereof to act as Chairman during 
such absence or illness and the person so 
appointed shall be entitled to perform all 
the duties and functions of Chairman. 

The regular meetings of the Board shall 
be held at such place as the Chairman for 
the time being shall name, on the first 
Friday of every month at 3 o’clock p.m. 

If the day appointed herein for the 
regular meeting of the Board be a holi- 
day as defined in the Revised Statutes of 
Ontario, such meeting shall be held on 
the Friday following, not being a holiday, 
at the place and hour above mentioned. 

Special meetings may be held at any 
time upon the call of the Chairman, or in. | 
his absence, of the Vice-Chairman, notice | 
of which stating the purpose of the meet- | 
ing, shall be given to each member. 

All questions at a meeting of the Board 
shall be decided by a majority of votes of | 
the Trustees present. The Chairman or 
presiding officer may vote on all questions, 
and any question on which there is an 
equality of votes shall be deemed to be 
negatived. 
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At all meetings of the Trustees three 
shall form a quorum. 

A record of the proceedings of all regu- 
lar and special meetings of the Board shall 
be kept in a book provided for that pur- 
pose and shall be read at the next meet- 
ing of the Board, and such minutes shall 
at all times be open to the inspection of 
any Trustee. 

SECURITY. 


Every officer holding a position of trust 
under the Board shall give security for 
such amount and in such a manner as 
shall be ordered by them for the just and 
faithful execution of the duties of his 
office. 

THE BURSAR. 


The seal of the Trustees shall be under 
the charge of the Bursar, who shall in 
conjunction with the Chairman, Vice- 
Chairman or acting Chairman, have power 
under the direction of the Board to affix 


the same to such Instruments as may re-— 


quire it. 

The Bursar shall be the Secretary of 
the Board and shall, under its supervision, 
have charge of the office, books, cash and 
securities of the Board and the immediate 
direction and control of the officers and 
clerks in his office. 

He shall deposit daily in a Chartered 
Bank approved by the Board all moneys, 
cheques, drafts, paid or transmitted to 
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him or to the Board for the purposes 
of the University of Toronto and Uni- 
versity College. 

He shall attend all meetings of the 
Board and enter in an Agenda Book 
matters to be submitted at such meetings 
and see that the decisions arrived at and 
therein recorded are duly carried out. 

He shall also see that all accounts are 
properly kept and that the same and a 
balance sheet thereof are duly prepared 
for the inspection and signature of the 
auditor. 

He shall have power to endorse all 
cheques, drafts, notes or orders for money 
or other securities which may be held by 
the Board and shall perform such other 
duties as may be assigned to him by the 
Board as well as those incident to his 
office. 

All cheques, drafts or orders for money 
shall be signed by the Bursar and counter- 
signed by the Chairman or Vice-Chairman, 
and in the absence of both by some other 
member of tne Board, and no cheque shall 
be signed in blank by both the Bursar 
and the Chairman, Vice-Chairman or act- 
ing Chairman. 


CUSTODY OF SECURITIES. 


All securities payable to bearer or 
negotiable by mere delivery shall be 
safely kept as the Board or the Execu- 
tive Committee may from time to time 
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direct and shall be in the joint custody of 
and subject to the order of the Chairman 
or Vice-Chairman, or other person ap- 
pointed as aforesaid to take their place, 
and the Bursar.

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


There shall be one standing Committee 
of the Board of Trustees to be called the 
Executive Committee, which shall be sub- 
ject to the control of the Board, to whom 
it shall report at each regular meeting of 
the Board. 

The Executive Committee shall consist 
of the Chairman together with other Trus- 
tees to be named by the Board. The 
Bursar shall be the Secretary of the Com- 
mittee. 

The Executive Committee shall, when 
the Board is not in session, supervise and 
manage the business of the Board, pass 
upon and authorize loans and invest- 
ments and superintend the business of 
the Board generally. They shall advise 
and direct the Bursar and other officers 
as to the course to be pursued by them in 
regard to all matters, as in their judg- 
ment may be deemed best. 

The Executive Committee shall meet 
at the call of its Chairman, or in case 
of his absence or illness at the call of any 
member thereof. 

Minutes of the proceedings of the 
Executive Committee shall be kept in a 
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book to be provided for that purpose, 
which shall always be open for the inspec- 
tion of any Trustee. 

At all meetings of the Committee two 
shall form a quorum. 


The Board may fill any vacancy which 
may occur upon the Executive Committee 
by appointing thereto one of their mem- 
bers. 

AUDITORS. 


| The Board shall appoint one or more 
auditors whose duty it shall be to ex- 
amine and audit the books and accounts 
of the Bursar and all documents having 
reference financially to the business of the 
Board and to submit a full and certified 
statement of the affairs of the Board to 
them at any meeting for that purpose.
